Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Your  District  for  the  year  1968. 

The  population  again  shows  a  slight  rise,  and  is  nai  8210. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  fall,  from  17.9  to  l£#7  and  is  slightly 
lower  than  that  for  England  &  Males  (16.9)  which  has  also  fallen. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  13.0  compared  with  11. 9  for 
England  &  Males.  The  Death  Rate  of  Infants  -under  one  year  at  liw7 
compares  with  the  figure  of  18.0  for  England  &  Wales.  Last  year  the 
rate  was  19.6  due  to  three  deaths,  but  as  I  pointed  out  then,  one 
death  more  or  less  represents  a  considerable  difference  in  the  rate. 
With  only  two  deaths  this  year  the  rate  is  only  two  thirds  that  of 
1967.  The  cause  of  death  in  each  case  was  prematurity. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  community  were  heart  disease, 
malignant  disease  and  strokes  in  that  order,  mainly  in  the  elderly. 

Eight  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  infective  hepatitis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuber culosi 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  only  eleven,  most  of  these  being  of 
long  standing,  no  new  cases  having  been  notified. 

I  feel  you  would  wish  me  to  place  on  record  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  R.B.  Jones,  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Survey Or 9  in  March  of 
this  year  (1969)  after  30  years  of  valuable  service.  He  is  succeeded 
by  Mr.  R.M.  Fletcher,  to  whom  I  am  grateful  for  the  preparation  of  the 
sections  of  the  Report  dealing  with  matter  f ailing  into  his  purview. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  also  to  Mr.  Fowler  and  to  you, 
Gentlemen,  for  your  consideration  and  support  during  the  year.
